That minority in the Senate is serving to 
bring representative government into dis- 
repute. What an example it offers for those 
in other countries who are opposing the 
universal acceptance of representative gov- 
ernment! They see the will of the majort- 
ty nullified by half a dozen Senators. Yet 
the fault lies not in representative govern- 
ment, but in the misuse of representative 
government. And the misuse is fraught 
with disaster. The fault is not with the 
principle, but with the practice; and the 
practice can be corrected. 

It is such misuse of authority that sows 
the dragon teeth of violence. To deny the 
will of the majority is always dangerous. 
If it cannot. find expression in legal form 
it is tempted to use its superior might. If 


‘our government is to maintain the respect 
of the people of the United States it must 


cure this defect. Permitted to continue, 
legislation will become a mockery and an- 
archy will certainly follow. And, if the 
truth were known, it is very probable that 
some of those now gloating over and seek- 
ing to justify the filibuster are false at 
heart to constitutional government and find 
secret gratification in bringing it into dis- 
repute. 


WEARY TITAN 

Pessimistic views are expressed by 
British correspondents at Angora as to the 
effect of the decision of the League 
of Nations in regard to Mosul. A re 
volt of the Turks is still to be feared 
as a result of the loss of their territory. 
The blow to the prestige of Kemal Pasha, 
President of Turkey, may even force him 
into war with England because of public 
indignation and clamor against the award 
of the League. 

Similarly, too, the British government 
fads itself at odds with its home people 
as a result of its determination to force 
matters in Mosul by extending for twenty- 
five years its mandate over Irak, to which 
Mcsul has been added by the League's 
award along with all the great expense and 
trouble which this entails. Now the over- 
taxed public of Britain has reacted to the 
decision of the Baldwin Cabinet in accept- 
ing the terms of the award and extending 
the mandate as seen in the attitude of the 
London press, which for the most part dis- 
plays hostility to the plan. 

“The weary Titan shoulders his burden 
bravely,” says one cynical journal. “It 
smells like oil, but he calle it his duty.” 
The London Daily Mail and the London 
Dally Express, both Conservative, head 
their editorials “Mosul Madness” and “A 
Great Deception.” The Mail warns that 
Britain is courting war, which will by no 
means be trivial, while the Express bit- 
terly assails Baldwin, whom it accuses of 
breaking his pledge to get out of Irak on 
the expiration of the present treaty, which 
expires in 1928. 

Even that stanch supporter of the gov- 
ernment, the London Times, could not con- 
ceal its distaste at the prospect of renew- 
ing the Irak mandate and said that the 
most important feature of the League's de- 
cision was that it gave six months for the 
conclusion of a new treaty, the inference 
being that this treaty could shorten the
